which, in returning prosperous times, 
is sure to be essential to our material 
progress. 
From w hat has been said, the proper 
conclusions would seem 'to bo that in 
attem pting to determ ine whether the 
entire schedule of rates o f ¡1 railway is 
excessive, the physical valuation of the 
road is a relevant and important but 
not necessarily a controlling factor. 
I am confident that the fixing of 
rates on the principles suggested above 
would not materially impair the pres­ 
ent market values of railroad securi­ 
ties in m ost cases, for I believe that 
the normal increase in the value of 
railroad properties, especially in their 
term inals, w ill more than make up for 
the possible overcapitalization in ear­ 
lier years. 
In som e cases, doubtless. 
It w ill be found that overcapitalization 
Is made an excuse for excessive rates, 
and fhen they should be reduced; but 
the consensus of opinion seem s to be 
that the railroad rates generally in this 
country are reasonably low.

I have discussed this, w ith some de­ 
gree of detail, merely to point out that

i for transportation, is- utterly im prac­

If It can l»e show n that in or- 
I der to drive out com petition, a corpo 
; ration ow ning a large part of the plant 
; producing an article is selling in one 
! part of the country, where It has com- 
; petitors, at 
a low and unprofitable 
i price, and in another part of the couu 
I try, where it has none, at an exorbi­ 
tant price, this is evidence that it is a t­ 
tem pting an unlaw ful monopoly, ami 
jusHffes conviction under the anti-trust 
law; but the proposal to supervise the 
business of corporations in such a way 
as to fix the price of com m odities and 
compel the sale at such price is as ab­ 
surd and socialistic a plank as w as 
ever inserted in a Dem ocratic political 
platform. 
Advantage of Combination of Capital. 
The combination of capital in large 
plants to m anufacture goods w ith the 
greatest economy is Just as necessary 
as the assem bling of the parts of a 
machine to 1I10 economical and more 
rapid m anufacture of w hat In 
old 
tim es w as made by hand. 
The Gov­ 
ernment should not interfere with one 
any more than the other. 
W hat Is an Unlawful Trust? 
■When, however, such combinations 
are not based on any economic prin­ 
ciple, but are made merely for the pur­ 
pose of controlling the 
market, 
to 
maintain or raise prices, restrict output 
and drive out competitors, the public 
derives no benefit and w e have a mo­ 
nopoly. 
It is 
important, 
therefore, 
that such large aggregations of cap­ 
ital and combination should l>e con­ 
trolled so that the public may have 
the advantage of 
reasonable prices 
and that the avenues of enterprise 
may be kept open to the individual and 
the sm aller corporation w ist lag to en­ 
gage iu business. 
Many enterprises have lH*i*n organ­ 
ized on the theory that mere aggrega­ 
tion of all, or nearly all, existing plants 
in a line o f manufacture, w ithout re­ 
gard to economy of production, d e­ 
stroys competition. 
They have, most 
of them, gone into bankruptcy. 
Com­ 
petition hi a profitable business w ill 
not be affected by the mere aggrega­ 
tion of many existing plants under one 
company, unless the company thereby 
effects great econom y, the benefit of 
which it shares with the public, or 
takes som e illegal method to avoid 
competition and to perpetuate a hold 
on the business. 
Proper Treatm ent of Trusts. 
U nlaw ful trusts should be restrained 
with all the efficiency of Injunctive 
process, and the persons engaged in 
m aintaining them should be punished 
w ith all the severity of crim inal pros­ 
ecution, iu order that the methods pur­ 
sued in the operation of their business 
shall be brought within the law. 
To 
destroy them and to elim inate the 
w ealth they represent frotu the pro­ 
ducing capital o f the country would 
entail enormous loss, aud would throw 
out of em ploym ent m yriads of work­ 
ingm en and workingwomen. 
Such a 
result is wholly unnecessary to the a c­ 
complishment o f the needed reform, 
and will inflict upon the innocent far 
greater 
punishm ent 
than 
upon 
the 
guilty. 
D estructive Policy of Dem ocratic P la t­ 
form. 
The Democratic platform does not 
proi>ose to destroy the plants of tlie 
trusts physically, but it proposes to 
do the sam e tiling in a different way. 
The business of this country is large­ 
ly dependent on a protective system of 
tariffs. 
The business done by many 
of the so called "trusts” is protected 
with the other business of th»* country. 
The Dem ocratic platform proposes to 
take off the tariff in all articles com­ 
ing Into com petition with those pro­ 
duced by the so called “trusts,” and 
to put them on the free list. 
If such 
a course would be utterly destructive 
o f their business, as is iutended. it 
would not only destroy the trusts, but 
all of their sm aller competitors. 
The 
ruthless and Impracticable character 
of the proposition grows plainer as its 
effects upon the whole comm unity are 
realiz»?»!. 
To take the course suggested by the 
Democratic platform in these matters

This difference 
between the policies of the tw o great 
parties is of especial im portance in 
| view of the present condition of bust 
j ness. 
A fter ten years of the most re 
markable material developm ent and 
prosperity, there eam e a financial stria 
geacy, a panic and an industrial de­ 
pression. 
This w as brought about not 
only by the enormous expansion of 
business plants and business invest 
ments w hich c %uid not be readily con­ 
verted, but also by the w aste of capi 
i tai, in extravagance of Uving, in w*us 
and other cata strop hies. 


Republican Doctrine of Protection. 
I 
The Republican doctrine of protec« 
■ tion, as definitely announced by the 
j Republican convention of this year 
and by previous conventions, is that a 
I tariff shall be imposed on ail Imported 
| products, whether of the factory, farm 
or mine, sufficiently great to equal the 
difference between the cost of produc* 
1 tlon abroad anyLai hmne* aud that this 


difference shoJna. or course. Include 
the 
difference 
betweeu 
the 
higher 
w ages paid in this ‘country and the 
w ages paid abroad and embrace a rea­ 
sonable profit to the American pro­ 
ducer. 
A system of protection thus 
adopted and put in force 1ms led to 
the establishm ent of a rate of w ages 
here that lias greatly enhanced tlie 
standard of living of tin* laboring man. 
It i-, the 110!I y of tin* Republican party 
perm.'.neatly to continue th'at standard 
of living. 
Iu is;»? the Dingley 'tariff 
Bill was passed, under which we have 
had. as already said, a period of enor­ 
mous prosperity. 


N ecessity For Revision of Tari.T. 
The 
consequent 
material 
develop­ 
m ent lias greatly changed the condi­ 
tions under which many articles do 
scribed by th** schedules of th»' tariff 
are now produced. 
The tariff 
in a 
number of the s<diedilh*s oxeeeds the 
difference betw een the cost of produc­ 
tion of such artli'les abroad and at 
home, including a reasonable profit to 
tin* American producer. 
The excess 
over that difference serves no useful 
purpose, but offers a tem ptation to 
those who would monopolize the pro- 
duction and the sale of such articles 
In this country, to profit by the excess­ 
ive rate. 
On the other hand, there are 
other schedules in which the tariff is 
not sufficiently high to g i\e the meas­ 
ure of protection which they should re- 
ceive upon Republican principles, and 
as to those the tariff should be raised. 
A revision of the tariff undertaken 
ujHirt this principle, w hich Is at the 
basis of our present buslm*ss system , 
begun promptly upon the Incoming of 
th«» new adm inistration, and considered 
at a special session with the preliml 
§:try Investigations already begun by 
the 
appropriate 
com m ittees 
of 
the 
House and Senate, will make the dis­ 
turbance of business incident to such 
a change as little as possible. 


Labor and W hat the Republican Party 
Has Done For It. 
We come now to the »juestion of la­ 
bor. 
One important phase of the pol- 
I< **s of the present Administration has 
been an anxiety to secure for the wage- 
earner an equality of opimrtunity and 
such positive statutory protection as 
shall place him on a lend In dealing 
with his employer. 
Th«* Republican 
party lias passed au em ployers’ liabil­ 
ity act for interstate railroads, and lias 
established an eight hour law for gov­ 
ernment em ployees and on governm ent 
construction. 
The essence of the re­ 
form effected by the former is the 
abolition of 
the 
f»*llow-servant rule, 
And the introduction of the compara­ 
tive negligence theory by which an em ­ 
ployee injured in the service of his 
employer d»x*s not lose his right to re­ 
rover l>eoause of slight negligence on 
bis part. 
Then there is the act pro­ 
viding for compensation for injury to 
governm ent employees, together with 
the various statutes requiring safety 
appliances upon interstate commerce 
railroads for the protection of their 
employees, aud lim iting the hours of 
their employment. 
T hese are all in­ 
stances of the desire of the Repub­ 
lican party to do justice to the wage 
earner. 
Doubtless a more comprehen­ 
sive measure for compensation of gov­ 
ernment em ployees will lie adopted iu 
the future. 
To give to em ployees their proper 
position in such a controversy, to en­ 
able 
them 
t»v 
maintain 
them selves 
against em ployers having great cap­ 
ital. they may well unite. be»*ause in 
union there Is strength and without it 
each individual laborer and em ployee 
would l»e helpless. 
The promotion of 
Industrial peace through the instru­ 
m entality of the trade agreem ent Is 
oftim one of the results of such union 
wbpu intelligently conducted. 
There is a large body of laborers, 
however, skilled and unskilled, who 
are not organized int.»> unions. 
Their 
rights before the law are exactly the 
sam e as those of the union men, an»l 
are to be protected with the sam e care 
and w atchfulness. 
In order to Induce their employer 
Into a com pliance with their request 
for changed 
terms 
of 
employment, 
workmen have the right to strike in a 
body. 
They have a right to use such 
persuasion as they m ay, provided It 
does not reach the point of duress, to 
lead their reluctant co-laborers to Join 
them In th»*ir union against their »>m- 
ployer. and th»*y have a right, if they 
choose, to accum ulate funds to support 
those engaged in a strike, to delegate 
to officers the power to direct the ac­ 
tion of the union, and to withdraw 
them selves and their associates from 
dealings with, or giving custom to 
those with whom they are in contro­ 
versy. 


W hat Labor Cannot Lawfully Do. 
W hat they have not the right to do 
is to injure their employer's property, 
to injure their employer’s business by 
use of threats or metlnxts of physical 
duress against those who would work 
for him, or deal with him, or by car­ 
rying on what Is som etim es known os 
a secondary boycott against bis cus­ 
tomers or those with whom ho deals. 
It has been claimed that injunctions 
do not issue to protect anything but 
property rights, and that business is 
not a property right; but such a propo­ 
sition Is wholly inconsistent with ail 
the decisions of the courts. The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States says 
that the injunction is a remedy to pro­ 
tect property or rights of a pecuniary 
nature, and we may well subm it to the 
considerate judgm ent of all laymen 
whether the right of a man in his busi- 
»3 
distinctly a right of h 
pecuniary nature as the right to his 
horse or bis house or the stock of goods 
on his shelf; aud the instances in 
which injunctions to protect business 
have been upheld by all courts are so 
many that it is futile further to discuss 
the proposition. 
It is difficult to tell the m eaning of 
the Democratic platform upon this sub­ 
ject. It says: 
"Questions of judicial practice have 
arisen especially lu connection with In­ 


dustrial disputes. 
We deem that the 
parties 
to 
all 
judicial 
proceedings 
should be treated with rigid impartial­ 
ity, an»l that Injunctions should not be 
issued in any cast's In which injunc­ 
tions would uot tsMi»* If no industrial 
dispute were involved.” 
This declaration is disingenuous. 
It 
seem s to have l»een loosely drawn with 
the especial purpose of rendering it j 
susceptible to one interpretation by one : 
set of men and to a diametrically oppo j 
site interpretation by another. 
It does 
not aver that injunctions should uot ! 
Issue in Industrial disputes, but Only j 
that they should uot issue merely be 1 
cause they are Industrial disputes, and 1 
yet those responsible for the deolara j 
tion must have known that no one has i 
ever maintained that the fact that 
• 
dispute was industrial g.iv»' auy basis 
for issuing an injunction in referent*»? 
thereto. 
The declaration seem s t > be draw n In 
its present vague and ambiguous shape 
in ord»*r to persuade some people that it 
1; a declaration against the Issuing of 
injunctions In any industrial dispute, 
w hile ¡it the same time It may be pos- 
sM'lif to explain to the average plain 
citizen who of>j»‘Ots to class distinctions 
that no such intention exists at all. 
Our position is Clear and unequivocal. 
We ar»> anxious to prevent even an ap- 
pearance of any Injustice to labor In 
the Issuance of injunctions, not in a 
spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
felloxv citizens, but of Justice to all of 
our fellow citizens. 
The reason for ex 
ercislng or refusing to exercise the 
power of injunction must l>e found in 
the character of the unlawful Injury 
and not in the character or class of the 
persons who indict this injury. 
The man who has ¡1 business which 
is being unlaw fully injured is entitled 
to the remedies which the law has al­ 
ways given him, no matter who has In­ 
flicted 
the Injuries. 
Otherwise, 
we 
shall have class legislation uu.iust In 
principle and likely i»> sap the founda­ 
tions of a free government.

D em ocratic 
platform

m ends a tax upon N ational banks and 
upon such S tate banks as m ay com e 
in, in the nature of enforced insurance 
to raise a guaranty fund to pay the de­ 
positors of any batik w hich fans. 
How 
State banks can be included iu such a 
schem e under the constitution Is left 
in th e tw iligh t zone of States rights 
aud F ederalism so freq uently dim m ing 
the m eaning and purpose of Hie prom ­ 
ises of the platform . 
If they com e in 
under such a system , they m ust n eces­ 
sarily l>e brought w ithin the closest 
N ational control, and so they 
inust 
really cease to l*e State banks and b e­ 
com e National banks. 
Tbe proposition is to ta x tbe honest 
and prudent banker to m ake up for tbe 
dishonesty and im prudence of others. 
If the proposal w ere adopted exactly 
as the D em ocratic platform suggests, 
it w ould bring the w h ole banking sy s­ 
tem o f the country d ow n in ruin. 
T he R epublican party 
prefers the 
postal savin gs bank as one tried, safe, 
and know n to be effective, and as 
reaching m any more people now w ith ­ 
out banking fa cilities than th e n ew 
system proposed. 


Philippines. 
In the P hilipp ines the exp erim en t o f
